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School Tax Meet 
Set for Tonight 


A meeting of the Civic Af¬ 
fairs Association has been 
called for today at 8 p.m. in 
Room 9 of the Sierra Madre 
Elementary School, 141 W. 
Highland, Chairman John H. 
Curtis announced yesterday. 

This meeting has been 
called to discuss and answer 
questions on the tax propo¬ 
sitions coming up at the 
June 6 elections. 

Charles E. Skutt, Superin¬ 
tendent of Sierra Madre Ele¬ 
mentary Schools, will also 
give a short talk on the res¬ 
toration of formerly curtailed 
services of the Sierra Madre 
Schools m a d e possible by 
the approval of the new tax 
rate last Jan. 31. These in¬ 
clude bus service, cafeteria, 
music department, etc. 


A new snag developed at the City Council meeting Tuesday 
night in the construction of Sierra Madre’s long-awaited parking 
district. 

The city, it was reported by Administrator Lawrence Beving- 
ton, has received only two bids to improve the three parking lots 
and both of them are far above 
the amount of money available 
to do the work. 

One bid, which included all 
necessary items, was for $17,- 
450. The second, which exclud¬ 
ed the wrecking of a frame 
house and frame shed, was for 
$9,282. Both were rejected. 

The city has allocated $5,150 
to improve the lots, including 
$3,500 from the parking district 
and $1,650 from the city. This 
amount excludes the placement 
of bumper guards at the edge 
of the parking lots. 

The Council, however, on a 
motion by Harold Roberts, au¬ 
thorized Mr. Bevington to pro¬ 
ceed with the work on the basis 
of the lowest quotation ob¬ 
tained on each item by direct 
contact with various contrac¬ 
tors, or to do the work with 
city employes or hire temporary 
employes. 

Mr. Bevington estimated that 
all the work, with the exception 
of bumpers, can be done for 
$5,450, only $300 above the 
amount now available. The 
minimum estimated cost of the 
bumpers is $905. 

Mayor Charles H. James ex¬ 
plained that excessively high 
bids are standard today 6n 
small jobs because contractors 
have so much work to do. 

In any event, the rejection of 
the bids is expected (o delay 
still further the completion of 
the parking lots. 

The Council also discussed 
the possibility of the city’s 
withdrawal from Civil Defense 
Zone D, which includes the cit¬ 


ies from Sierra Madre east to 
Claremont, and affiliating with 
Zone C, which includes Pasa¬ 
dena. 

This discussion followed the 
reading of a letter from Reggie 
M. Bolt, Area D coordinator, 
who set the new budget for the 
area at $15,560, of which Sierra 
Madre’s share is approximately 
$500. Mr. Bolt’s salary is $6,000 
a year. 

It was also revealed that 
Arcadia is withdrawing from 
Area D to affiliate with Pasa¬ 
dena. 

Mr. Bevington expressed 
doubt as to whether Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was getting its “money’s 
worth” out of Area D and as to 
whether the entire CD program 
is satisfactory. 

“There is complete dissatis¬ 
faction within the state as to 
how CD has been advancing,” 
Mr. Bevington said, “and there 
is lack of agreement all along 
the line.’’ 

The Council voted to ask Dr. 
Dan D’Arcy, Sierra Madre’s 
Civil Defense coordinator, to 
consider the problem and to 
come up with some recommen¬ 
dations at the next Council 
meeting, June 12. 

The City Council also voted 
to make Grand View Ave. a 
through street and authorized 
the placing of stop signs at all 
streets that intersect with it, 
with the exception of Baldwin 
and Mountain Trail, where the 
stop signs are on Grand View.

State control of the smog 
problem was urged here Tues¬ 
day by Listle Snavely, Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for- 48th Dis¬ 
trict assemblyman. 

Mr. Snavely, who is running 
against the GOP incumbent, 
Frank Lanterman, spoke before 
member sof the Sierra Madre 
Kiwanis Club. A resident of La 
Crescenta, Mr. Snavely is an 
accountant and a member of 
the Los Angeles County Water 
District. 

“Smog,” Mr. Snavely said, 
“definitely cannot be controlled 
locally because automobiles are 
among the chief contributors. 
Smog eliminators on autos 
would have to be provided by 
state law.” 

He also urged state control 
of California’s water problem, 
with the exception of flood con¬ 
trol projects which, he said, 
should be handled by the Fed¬ 
eral Government. 

“The water problem in South¬ 
ern California,” he said, "is 
very urgent. We must within 
the next few years get an out¬ 
side source of water.” 

The Feather River project, he 
added, is a step in the right 
direction but work on the proj¬ 
ect, especially on litigation pro¬ 
cedures, must be speeded up if 
we are to be assured of suffi¬ 
cient water in time to avoid a 
disastrous situation. 

Mr. Snavely also urged more 
state funds to help the public 
schools and a more stringent 
narcotics control law. 

Before Mr. Snavely spoke, 
John Dewar, a representative of 
the Citizens’ School Tax Infor¬ 
mation Committee, explained 
Proposition D, which is on the 
Ballot for the June 5 elections. 

The proposition proposes a 
high school tax rate of $1.16, 
compared with $1.36 now. If the 
proposal is defeated, the rate 
would be only 75 cents, which, 
Mr. Dewar said, is not nearly 
high enough to operate the 
schools. (See editorial on Page 
Two).

Annual Can-Can? 


(In The News of May 10, Mr. Voorhees described the first 

part of his recent European tour, including his landing in 

Naples and a visit to Genoa. Here he continues his account.) 

I took the first available 
train from Genoa for Turin, 
where I was to see again a 
family of old friends not seen 
for over 20 years, and complete 
the first of the several personal 
errands that partially motivat¬ 
ed my winter’s trip to Italy. 

The three hours’ journey of 
100 miles from sea-level, with 
its sub-tropical vegetation, up¬ 
ward to Turin on the foothills 
of the Alps saw the untypical 
mantle of snow fall grow deep¬ 
er over forest, fields, meadows, 
and towns, with ice on the 
many small streams, and the 
air growing colder. 

In Turin that evening the 
chill in the air awoke memories 
of damp and cloudy Thanks¬ 
giving Days in our New Eng¬ 
land and Middle West, sharp¬ 
ened by the falling snow. 

The next day my friends

Your votes will help decide 
what the school tax limits will 
be for the next three years. The 
present limits expire in June. 

The schools are not seeking 
more money; they're asking on¬ 
ly that you vote to retain the 
present total. It works like this: 

Expiring authorizations in¬ 
clude $1.36 for the high school 
district, $1.34 for the elemen¬ 
tary district and $.35 for the 
junior college. 

This time, based on the needs 
of the individual districts, the 
propositions envisage the fol¬ 
lowing breakdown: $1.16 for the 
high school district. $1.54 for 
the elementary district and $ 35 
for the junior college. 

As you can see, the total in 
each case is the same: $3.05. 
The tax rate is based on every 
$100 of assessed valuation. 

Sierra Madreans will vote on¬ 
ly on Proposition D, which ac¬ 
tually would reduce the limit 
for the high school district— 
from $1.36 to $1.16. 

Hastings Ranch residents, of 
course, will vote on both. 

The need for a “yes” vote on 
these propositions is clear. 
Without the authorization, the 
tax limits would revert to those 
set by the state between 1917 f 
and 1933—90 cents for elemen¬ 
tary districts, 75 cents in high 
school districts and 35 cents in 
junior college districts. 

Such a reversion would set 
area schools back 20 years. 
Classrooms would be even more

The reason was that Doheny 
owned all of Hacianda Cerro 
Azul and would not permit any 
other well to be drilled near 
No. 4, fearing that would re¬ 
duce the pressure. 

In the Signal Hill area and 
Huntington Beach, on the other 
hand, owners of city lots ad¬ 
joining could drill wells, so 
that a forest of derricks arose. 
Richfield asserts that such 
drilling of wells in close prox¬ 
imity so weakens pressure that 
two-thirds of the oil cannot be 
recovered and is wholly lost. 

It urges that benefit districts 
be created, just as they are to 
pay taxes for certain improve¬ 
ments, and that only one or two 
wells be drilled in each such 
district and all the property 
owners in it share in the prof¬ 
its. 

The way gasoline prices keep 
rising should convince all of us 
that this country needs all the 
oil it can get out of the ground. 
Not only industry and progress 
but family life largely runs on 
oil. 

Certainly our Legislature 
should be able to put on such 
restrictions as would be fair to 
all property owners in an area 
and would result in the recov¬ 
ery of a great deal more of the 
oil which now, apparently, is 
going to waste.
